WORK “ MORE STRICTLY - 


ADMINISTRATIVE,” 
SIR SAMUEL HOARE’S 
‘STATEMENT, 


—_— 


Tho Secretary of State for Indis, 
Sir Samuel Hoare, was the guest 
of honour. at the annual dinner of 
the Indian “Civil Service held at 
the "Procadero Restaurant, London 
on June 9, and mado an import- 
ant statement on the present posi- 
tion and future .of the Service. 

Bir Hugh Stephenson, who retir- 
ed a few weeks ogo from the Gov- 
ornorship, of Bihar and Orissa, was 
in the chair..,He’ said that the 
Sorvice had been passing through 
wearisome years of anxiety and un- 
rest. Its membors: would be glad 
to be relieved of politics (they did 
not’ suit most’ of them), -but what 
thoy wanted to know was whether 
they wore to be allowed to continuo 
their work of administration. He 
was cortain in ‘his own mind that 
if the I.0.8, disappeared the ad- 
‘ministration would crash. His con- 
ception of ‘the part that the Sor- 
vico should play in the futuro con- 
stitution of India was that of o 
strong, impartial, independent 
administrative ‘service, carrying 
out: & ‘policy’ for “which -it 
was not.-responsible. They would 
‘provide the -permanent heads of 
all administrative’ ” Departments ; 
their advice would be available to 
the Government of the day and 
would not lightly be disregarded. 
If. such o prospect could be put be- 
fore the Service he believed their 
doubts would be removed and their 
willing cooperation would be secur- 
ed. : ' 
Sir Samuel Hoare recalled ‘the 
observation of Mr. H. G, Wells that 
the. Indian Civil Bervice (now. con- 
sisting of abont 860'Europeans and 
430 Indians) was one of the great: 
est ‘discoveries of ‘ithe, nineteenth 
century. Buit‘{t wont farther back ; 
it wag the oldest Civil Service in 
the world. Bor centuries the pre- 
decessors of his hosts were.o Civil 
Service before “these upstarts of 
| Whitohall ” wore ever heard of. 
Great’, men. gathered around ite 
progress, foremost among them 
Warren Hastings, whose bicenten- 
ary thoy woro celebrating this ‘year. 
‘During the last 150 years, however, 
the, Service had built up, a record 


that not even Warren Hastings with 
his far-sighted vision could ever 
have conceived to be possible, They 
had given India -justice-such-25 the 
East had never known before; they 
had’ saved: India from tho opphl- 
‘ling calamity of famine; they had 
attempted, and not without success, 
though in the faco of great financial 
difficulties, to develop ‘the rural 
life of the villages and to save the 
cultivator from ‘the rapacious claws 
of the moneylonder., 


“ Nervous ‘ot the Future.” . 


To-day, in spite ‘of this great. re- 
cord, they were nervous of the fu- 
ture. They had been called upon 
to make heavy personal sacrifices 
and were faced with a quickly 
changing :world-in which the old 
landmarks were tees dianp- | ®° 
pearing.: They. asked 
whether it was ‘worth their while 
to go on.in'a servico in which the 
prospects seem 90 uncertain, and 
whether, they could advise, ther 
sons to follow their steps.. He was 
not surprised ‘at this, but he sug- 
geated certain considerations before 
they gave a vordict upon which so 
much of the progress and happiness 
of India "dependod,

Sovict lendors are in a delicate

They consider it neither 
pontically wise nor dignified to 
show ‘undue anxiety for American 
friendship. Above all they do not 
want to give the slightest ground 
for charges of intruding upon 
American affairs, : 


But unofficially Russians close te 
the government do not conceal ther 
belief that a Soviet-American rap- 
prochement would act as a brake 
upon elements whom thoy describe 
as ‘ war incendiaries.” *‘ It is not 
beenuse we we. have. the slightest 
doubt of victory over Japan that 
we would welcome’ a sign of Ameri- 
can friendship at this time,” a pro- 
minent political writer’ told the 
United Press. ‘Tt is because we 
are earnestly desirous of preventing 
a war;. because we’ are engaged in 
a grandiose work of peaceful ,con- 
struction which we do ‘not want to 
interrupt if it can possibly be 
avoided.” :
